The John Nary mill, one mile west 
of Orrtanna. a landmark among flour 
and grain mills in Adams county, was 
destroyed by 
fire

undetermined 
origin, Sunday night, with an esti­ 
mated loss of $6,000, partly covered 
by insurance. 
The mill, a wooden structure, was 
built seventy-five years ago, and the 
fire, which broke 
out in 
the 
upper 
etory, quickly consumed the structure 
and its contents. 
According to reports, the origin of 
the fire is a mystery, since there was 
•aid to have been no fire of any kind 
in the property for several days. 
Shortly after the blaze was discov­ 
ered by a grandson of Mrs. John 
Nary, the entiie roof was in flames, 
and it was evident that nothing could 
be done to check the rapid progress of 
the blaze as it ate its way through 
the wooden building. 
Converted Mill 
The mill, situated on the banks of 
Little Marsh Creek, no longer turned 
out flour, but has been used recently 
an a chopping mill 
and cider press, 
and also as a planing mill.

N.Y. SKYLINE 
HIDES INTRIGUE 


Passing of Old Homes Is Seen 
With 
Modernization 
and 
Growth of Famous 
Metropolis.

New York.—Hidden 
and 
almost 
forgotten behind the vaunted skyline 
of New York is a score of old! homes 
that are gjteeped in tradition, romance, 
intrigue a»d adventure. 
Amid the tinsel and glitter of Fifth 
Avenue 
tótmnercialism 
at 
Ninth 
street, stands the old Brevoort home, 
a nigged monument to an old dull 
gold romance. 
Its halls, now occu­ 
pied bv a private family; also 
are 
peopled with spectres of a dim, half 
forgotten past; its story, throbbing 
in human interest, now relegated to 
files of musty, 
old 
newspapers or 
weighty, unread tomes at the library, 
It was the seene of the first masked 
ball ever held in New York. 
That was a night of nights on Feb­ 
ruary 24, 1840, when society turned 
out en m asse for 
the 
“imported 
amusement,” as the newspapers of the 
day described it. 
Matilda Barclay, 
debutante daughter of Anthony Bar­ 
clay, the British consul, had given her 
heart to a young man from South 
Carolina named Burgwyne. 
Despite 
the objections of her parents, she at­ 
tended the ball with him. 
They were 
dressed as two characters from "Laila 
Rookh,” a then popular 
opus 
by 
Thomas Moore, the Irish poet, 
At 
4 o’clock in the morning when the fes­ 
tivities were at their height, the lov­ 
ers slipped away and were married 
while still in 
their costumes. 
A 
scandal resulted which caused society 
to ban masquerade halls for many 
years. 
Estelle Ann Lewis, the poet, whom 
Poe called “the rival of Sappho,” and 
whom Lamartine described as “the fe­ 
male Patm rch,” lived in the house 
which still stands at 125 Dean street, 
Here Mrs. Lewis held salon from 
1824 to 1840, her visitors including 
Washington Irving, Penimore Cooper. 
N. P. Willis and a young poet named 


William Cullen Bryant, 
who 
came 
there to recite his new poem “Thina- 
topsis,” 
It was said that Poe first 
read his poom on “The Raven” at 
Mr». Lewis’ home. 
A fevb doors away is the old house 
at 195 Dean street, where the noted 
southern poet, Sidney Lanier, lived in 
1874-75. 
Equally as interesting, but more ex­ 
ploited, is the old Morris Jumel house 
at 100th street and 
Jumel 
place, 
which was for more than half a cen­ 
tury the social center of colonial New 
York. 
Built in 1765 by Lieutenant 
Roger Morris, it became the head­ 
quarters of General Washington dur­ 
ing the battle of Harlem 
Heights. 
After the battle of Long Island it was 
confiscated because of Morris’ sym­ 
pathy for the Tories. 
In 1810 it 
became the home of Stephen Jumel, 
a French wine merchant, whose wid­ 
ow married Aaron Burr in 1833, a 
year after her first husband’s death. 
Among Mrs. Jumei’a 
distinguished 
guests were General Lafayette and 
Joseph Bonaparte. 
It is preserved 
as a museum. 
The old building at 207 Bowery is 
the former clubhouse of the Timothy 
D. Sullivan Association, where Tam­ 
many Hall politicians went to consult 
“Big Tim.” 
It is said to have wit­ 
nessed more political schemes in the 
making than any other building in the 
country.
